Contest Approved

The National Theatre Confer¬ 
ence offers a playwriting contest 
open to all members of the armed 
services, with prizes ranging from 
$10 to $100 and post-war univer¬ 
sity scholarships. The entries may 
range from skits to full length 
plays and must be submitted prior 
to September 1, 1943. The contest 
is approved by the War Depart¬ 
ment. 

No limitation is placed upon the 
subject matter, content, or form of 
the plays, although subjects related 
to life in the service are to be 
preferred. Manuscripts must be 
originals, and must not have been 
published or produced prior to 
January 1, 1943. There is no limit 
to the number of manuscripts an 
author may submit. 

Manuscripts must be typed or 
written in a legible hand on only 
one side of the paper. The sheets 
should be bound together, the 
cover or top page being marked 
clearly with the title of the play,

Capt. Hanson’s experience in 
dealing with many men was gain¬ 
ed when he was superintendent 
with the Ford Motor Company and 
the Chrysler Corporation, where he 
was in contact with many new 
developments in military aviation.

Cooke where he was stationed for 
the past six months. The staff now 
consists of Mr. Voyt, Field Direc¬ 
tor; Mr. Reeder, Mr. Howard, and 
Mr. Wilson, Assistant Field Direc¬ 
tors, and Miss Mason, Assistant 
Field Director, in charge of work 
with patients in the station hos¬ 
pital. A clerical staff of four 
stenographers and secretaries help 
to keep the multitude of letters 
and telegrams in order. The Field 
Director’s office with the above 
staff is open from 8:30 a.m. to 
9:00 p.m. and is ready at all times 
to render service to men who need 
it.

dress. Since the National Theatre 
Conference will not be responsible 
for lost manuscripts, it is suggest¬ 
ed that two copies of each play be 
mailed to the Central Office in 
case one is misplaced in the pro¬ 
cess of administering the compe¬ 
tition. No manuscript will be re¬ 
turned to the owner, unless it is 
accompanied by adequate postage 
and a specific request. 

The author’s rights will be pro¬ 
tested and reserved for him inso¬ 
far as they apply to publication, 
and to moving picture, radio, and 
professional stage production. 
Rights for the use of manuscripts 
for soldier and sailor entertain¬ 
ment will be granted without 
royalty. The rights for all amateur 
civilian production and distribu¬ 
tion will be controlled by the Na¬ 
tional Theatre Conference, with 
royalties payable to the author 
under conditions approved by him. 

To be eligible for the competi¬ 
tion, all manuscripts must be re¬ 
ceived by the Central Office of 
the National Theatre Conference 
not later than September 1, 1943. 
An additional thirty days will be 
allowed for submission of scripts 
from theatres of operation over¬ 
seas.
